CORONER FORGOT; 
ALTMAN REMAINS 
MUST BE EXHUMED 


Official Physiclan’s Uncer- 
falnty as to the Bullet 
Wounds Confusing.

WAYMAN ANGRY AT DELAY 


Activity of cetectives Discloses 
That State’s Witnesses 
Are Missing. 


BANK OFFICIALS ARE QUESTIONED 


Because the Cook county coroner's office 
kept no detailed record of the fatal bullet 
wounds in one of the most brutal and wanton 
of Chicago's labor murders, and the coroner's 
Physician who made the post-mortem exam- 
ination did not satisfy the grand jury regard- 
ing their nature and location, the body ot 
Vincent Altman, shot to death in the gs 
house barroom, is to be exhumed today for 
new éxamination. 

While the dereliction of the coroner's of- 
fice, with the consequent extra expense to 
the county, was the most talked of incident 
of the day in the grand jury investigation 
of the labor murders and assaults, there 
were other important developments in the 
inquiry. These threeten not only io bare 
all the facts in connection with the violence 
occasioned as the result of labor union juris- 
dictiona}) disputes, but to lead to indictment 
of union representatives on charges of ex- 
torting money from building contractors 
and owners, 


Many Developments of Day. 
The other important events of the day in 
the labor war investigation include: 

Contractors, building owners, and archt- 
tects questioned by Assistant State's At- 
torney Victor P. Arnold concerning their 
knowledge of labor violence and extortion 
by union leaders. 

Officiais of the carpenters’ district eoun- 
cil called before Inspector Hunt and ques- 
tioned concerning the Altman murder and 
labor disputes between tnions and be- 
tween contractors and unions. 

Disclosure that witnesses for the state in 
the Altman case have been spirited away 
and that detectives are searching for 
them. 

Declaration of Inspector Hunt that the 
police have positive evidence that at least 
four men were concerned in the murder of 
William (Dutchy) Gentleman, slain in 
“ Pat O' Malieys State street saloon. 

Reported that the grand jury voted a 
true bill against three machinist slug- 
gers for assaulting elevator constructors. 


Wayman’s Request Surprises. 

The surprise of the day was the court order 
demanded by State’s Attorney Wayman and 
granted at once by Judge Scanlan for the 
exhumation of the body of Altman. It came 
immediately after the adjournment of the 
afternoon session of the grand jury; where 
Coroner’s Physician Warren H. Hunter was 
the chief witness of the day in the Altman 


murder inquiry. 


Deliberations of the inquisitorial body have 
been held for days in this case while the re- 
turn of the coroner’s physician from a hunt- 
ing trip was awaited. He made the post- 
mortem examination of the body, but nota- 
tions in the coroner's office records failed to 
establish facts as to the number of bullet 
wounds, their location and nature. His tes- 
timony was expected to furnish the missing 
data. 

While Mr. Wayman refused to comment 
upon the testimony of Dr. Hunter, it was ap- 
parent from the prosecytor’s irritation and 
the demand for the exhumation order that 
the physician was an unsatisfactory witness. 
It was reported that the physician's recol- 
lections in regard to the wounds were at vari- 
ance with the physical evidence before the 
grand jury in the bullet perforated clothing 
of the victim of the slugger assassins. 

It was said that the physician at first placed 
the wounds on the opposite side of the body 
from that evidenced by the bloody clothing 
of Altman. Then it is reported Dr. Hunter be- 
came confused and declared he must have 
been wrong in his récollection of the post- 
mortem examination. Further questioning 
of the physician concerning the course of the 
bullets Was unsatisfactory. 


Hunter Admits Uncertainty. 

Dr. Hunter said last evening that there 
wasn't any doubt about the number of 
wounds in Altman's body, but admitted that 
he wasn't certain as to the course of one of 
the bullets, and that at least one bullet fired 
at the dead labor slugger was missing. 

Coroner Hoffman declared, however, that 
nothing was to be gained from the exhuming 
of the body. Dr. Hunter coincided with his 
chief. 

“ Surgeons at the hospital who probed the 
bullet wounds made incisions in the wounds 
which made it impossible to tell whéther the 
man was shot from in froht or behind.” 
the coroner's physician gaid. “I told Ar. 
Wayman that another examination of the 
body would show nothing whereby it could 
be told from what direction the not was 
fired that went through Altman's body.“ 

The coroner’s physician's testimony and 
description of the wounds is not corroborated 
by the recollection of Dr. H. T. Lewia, phy- 
sician at the county hospital, who was called 
to attend Altman’s injuries after thé shoot- 
ing, and who was a grand jury witness yes- 
terday. 

“It is my recollection,” Dr. Taue zal. 
“that there were only two wounds, each 
made by a separate bullet One bullet en- 
tered the right side and pengtrated the liver. 
This wound caused death. The other bullet 
entered just back of the right hip. There was 
no wound in the abdomen, except an incision 
made by me in an effort to stop the bleeding 
of the liver, which later caused death.” 

“Then you would say that both of the

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LEA GIVES BLOOD 
TO SAVE HIS WIFE 


Senator Sacrifices Quart of 
Fluid in Effort to Pre- 
vent Death. 


SHE LIKELY WILL LIVE. 


Washington, D. C., June 19.—United States 
Senator Luke Lea of Tennessee, to save the 
life of his wife, sacrificed a quart of his blood 
at Georgetown hospital yesterday. 

Tonight Mrs. Lea's recovery, hope of which 
had almost been abandoned, is considered 
probable, The youngest senator of the na- 
tion lies near the bedside of nis wife, re- 
cuperating his strength. Her improvement 
has given him a buoyant mental attitude 
which is helping his recovery. With the 
help of a friend he was able to walk to his 
wife’s bedside, and spent some time there 
today. 

Mrs. Lea’s condition, serious for some 
time, became alarming on Sunday, after an 
operation the day before. Her strength, be- 
cause of lack of blood, was gone, and vitality 
was fastebbing away. Senator Lea demand- 
ed that a transfusion operation be per- 
formed. 
made arrangements, and the operation which 
followed was declared to have been suc- 
cessful. 


Withstands Operation Well. 

Senator Lea withstood the operation well, 
though it left him so weakened that for 
hours he could not stand alone, but his 
gratification at the revivifying effect it had 
upon his wife was inexpressible. Surgeons 
assured him that without the sacrifice he 
made Mrs. Lea could have lived only a few 
hours. 

It will be two or three days before Mrs. 
Lea is out of danger. At present symptoms 
are favorable, although she Is still weak. 
Senator Lea, it is expected, will be able to 
leave his room ina few days. 

When the heroic effort in Mrs. Lea's behalf 
became imperative and the transfusion op- 
eration was determined upon Senator Lea. 
athletic in stature, would not consent to 
anything but that a sacrifice of his own blood 
to renew her vanishing strength be made. 


Fear of Death Hastens Operation. 

But, because à prime factor in transfusion 
operations is that the bloods be fusible, 
testa were hastily ordered. Before the an- 
alysis was complete the surgeons, Drs. H. D. 
Fry and George Tully Vaughan, fearing that 
death mihgt be swifter than they, decided to 
try the operation without further delay. Just 
as the senator’s arm had been bared anda 
tube inserted in an artery word came that 
the bloods of the husband and wife were 
fusible. 

The other end of the tube which had been 
inserted in Senator Lea’s arm was connected 
with an incision in Mrs. Leas arm and the 
bod begun to flow from his veins to those of 
hie wife. The transfusion continued for 
about an hour and a half. 


Quickly Responds to Treatment. 

The patient responded to the treatment 
from the first. Gradually the color was re- 
stored to her lips and cheeks. But as Mrs. 
Lea’s color was restored the flush faded 
from the cheeks of her husband. Yet his 
thought wap not of himself, and when the 
transfusion had continued for an hour and a 
half he importuned the surgeons not to ar- 
rest the operation while there was the pos- 
sibility of a doubt as to the outcome in Mrs. 
Lea's case. 

But the surgeons, realizing the weakening 
effects of such a drain on the senator's sys- 
tem. stanched the flow. After the operation

WEALTHY BABIES 
MICROBES’ PREY 


PPP oe 


City’s Child Welfare Doctor 
Says Mortality Percentage 
Beats Slums. 


NURSES IN SUMMER WORK 


** Although,ef course, the greater number 
of babies died in the congested wards of the 
city, it was the proportion of infant mortality 
along the Lake Shore drive and in other 
welthy and aristocratic portions of the city 
which disappointed us when we came to mak- 
ing up our figures last year.” 

This statement was made yesterday by Dr. 
Caroline Hedger, head of the child Welfare 
division of the health department, now ao’ 
tively in charge of the corps of nurses Which 
has been thrown into the field to cope with 
the regular summer battle between the mi- 
crobe and the baby. 

We do not feel,” she continued, that we 
either can or should send our nurses into these 
sections of the city to inspect the sanitarr 
arrangements of the home and give advice 
as to the proper care of babies in families 
which are well able to pay, and usually do 
do pay, a regular family physician. It may 
be, however, that some echo of the work we 
are trying to do in the ‘slume’ will reach 
these districts and do a little good in that re- 
apect. 

It is impossible to quote figures from these 
statistics, because they are not tabulated in 
that form. They are tabulated by wards, and 
the Twenty-first and other wards which in- 
clude the fine homes and wealthy families, 
also include sections occupied by the poorer 
classes who live among much more squalid 
surroundings. 


Poor Families Have Most Babies. 

It should be noticed that there is a müch 
smaller percentage of babies in the better ’ 
parts of the city than in some of the more 
thickly populated districts, so that the act ua 
figures really would not show anything. 

“JT can only say that the reports of the in- 
fant mortality in these districts surprise us. 
especially when we take into consideration 
the fact that almost every one of these fami- 
lies has a regular physician, whereas in the 
foreign quarters of the city we find that the 
majority of childbirths occur without even 
the attention of a midwife and the baby is 
reared without any more know ledge of proper 
treatment of its helpleseness than that pro- 
vided by the animal instinct of its mother.” 
The “baby crusade,” as outined by Dr. 
Hedger and Dr. Heman Spalding, head of the 
bureau of contagious diseases, has the well 
baby rather than the sick baby as its object. 

“This is a crusade of prevention rather 
than a campaign of cure says Dr. Spalding. 

Coldbloodedly put, the health department 
does not care so much about the one baby who 
has already fallen a victim to conditions as 
it does about the conditions themselves and 
the scores of other babies who may be saved 
from a similar fate. 


Fifty Nurses to Be Staff. 

It is for purposes of observation and in- 
stmaction, rather than of actual nursing, that 
twenty-five nufses have already been set to 
work. Twenty-five more will be assigned to 
districts as soon as they have been selected 
The present civil service list has been ex- 
hausted, and Dr. Hedger is glad that more 
latitude can be allowed in the selection of the 
additional number. 

„1 prefer elderly women when I can get 
them,” she sald. “I prefer women who have 
had children of their own and experience in 
housekeeping and im the care of children. 
For this work I also prefer women who can 
speak some of the foreign languages. 

„Most of the nurses we have been able to 
get for $70 a month have been attracted by

Ald. Cari T. Murray of the Twentieth ward 
intreduced the following order into the coun- 
cil: 

Be it ordered by the city council of the 
city of Chicago, that the judiciary com- 
mittee $f said council prepare or cause to 
be prepared an ordinance regulating the 
sale of firearms in the city of Chicago.” 
The order passed and the judiciary com- 

mittee will have an ordinance drawn in such 
a manner as not to conflict with the present 
state statute permitting the carrying of 
weapons. 


Would Require a Permit. 

Ald. Murray's idea of such an ordinance 
is that it should make it necessary for an 
applicant to obtain from the chief of police 
a permit to buy firearms, and also that he be 
required to register bis name and address on 
obtaining a permit. 

It is also my idea, said Ald. Murray, in 
discussing the proposed ordinance, * that 
when the council passes the ordinance that 
it pass a resolution calling upon surrounding 
cities and towns to enact similar laws until 
the legislature can frame a new statute gov- 
erning the sale and carrying of firearms. 

„This will tend to stop arguments of man- 
ufacturers that it would be discrimination 
to pass such a law in Chicago if a person 
could go to Evanston, Oak Park, or West 
Hammond and purchase any wel pon he 
chose. 


Should Pass an Ordinance. 

“ There is no question in my mind but that 
the present conditions in Chicago justify 
such an ordinance. The reign of terror in- 
stigated by gupmen in labor wars and 
thieves’ raids proves that the sale of firearms 
in Chicago must be regulated at once. 

„The flagrant violations in the sale of re- 
volvers to minors, as proved by THE TRIBUNB 
recently, is another argument of the strong- 
est sort. Permitting boys to purchase fire- 
arms is an incentive to thelr yenturing inte 
the paths of crime.”

City Inspector Wilcox Says 60 Per 
' Gent Are in That Condition. 


CALLS YEARLY LOSS $300,000. 


Report Covering Four Years May Re- 
sult in New Ordinance,

In that thrilling melodrama, Foiled by 
the Gas Works, which embraces the fight 
of the city to get the papers, which the 
gas company doesn't want to give up, Wil- 
liam D. Wilcox assayed a réle yesterday. 

Mr. Wficox is the city gas inspector. He 
came forward to say that the poor consumer 
gets it in the neck and has been getting it in 
the neck for four years. 


Record of the Meters. 

Here is what his records show: 

Sixty per cent of the gas meters in 

Chicago run 5 per cent fast. 

Thirty-five per cent are within 2 per cent 
of being correct. 

Five per cent are slow. 

estimate that the gas consumers 
are being mulcted of $300,000 annually by 
fast meters.“ 

The report says in part: 

The universal tendency of the gas meter 
used in Chicago is to run fast after it has 
been in use awhile. The increase is gradual 
and is not noticed by the consumer at first. 
But it keeps increasing month by month until 
finally the consumer thinks he is being over- 
charged and complains tothe fompany or 
the city. 


Leather Washers Dry Out. 

“The leather washers in the meters dry 
out after the device has been used a while. 
and this causes the@meter to register faster 
than the gas actually passes through it. 

“We inspect all new meters before they 
are installed and they are correct when put 
in. But in a short while they run fast.” 

After receiving this report Assistant Cor- 
poration Coungel Hoyne conferred with 
Chairman Twigg of the council committee 
on gas, oll, and electric light, and it was 
decided to draft amendments to the ordinance 
to provide for penalties for violation and a 
refund to the consumer.

DIES VICTIM OF ANARCHISTS 


Threats Cansed 
Frank S. Osborne’s Death. 


HEADED ‘HAYMARKET JURY.’ 


As Foreman Voted for Death Penalty; 
Persecuted for Years, 


That years of persecution by friends of the 
eight Haymarket anarchists whom he helped 
to convict was responsible for the death of 
Frank S. Osborne, foreman of the ‘* anarchist 
jury, was the declaration of his widow yes- 
terday while passing through Chicago. Mr. 
Osborne died of heart disease while going 
from New York city to his home in Averne, 
N. Y., a week ago last Monday. Mrs. Osborne 
passed through Chicago on her way to Dela- 
van ke, Wis. yesterday after attending 
the Durial of her husband in Cincinnati last 
Frida 

Mre. Osborne declared that her husband 
had been persecuted ever since the Haymar- 
ket riot in 1886 and the hanging of the an- 
archists. 

Mr. Osborne was persecuted from the 
hour the jury: brought in its verdict,’’ she de- 
clared. “He received many letters threat- 
ening death. One night, while attending a 
labor meeting in New York, he was told ofa 
pilot to murder him. For a year thereafter 
he was under police guard. It was a constant 
strain and worried him greatiy. Hig chief 
concern was the verdict. He thought it was 
right, but often termed it an awful duty 
which could not be shirked.’’ 

Mrs. Osborne turned over many of the 
threatening letters to the police, but none of 
the writers ever was apprehended The jury 
on which Mr. Osborne served was impaneled 
after 983 veniremen had been examined. It 
heard the trial about a month after the riot, 
and returned a verdict on Aug. 19, 1886. 
Judge Joseph E. Gary presided, and compli- 
mented the jury on the discharge of its duty.

Today's work revealed the fact that the ex- 
plosion did damage to the midship section of 
the vessel. The port deck is humped up and 
the side of the ship beneath blown out. This 
may mean that the boilers were exploded by 
the heat of flames which followed the main 
upheaval Another theory is that gases 
which had been generated in the interior of 
the vessel sought the line of least resistance 
and forced out the ship's side.

Washington, D. C., June 19. —[Special.]— 
The examination of witnesses in the reopened 
Lorimer election bribery case will begin to- 
morrow before the special subcommittee of 
eight senators, of which Senator Dillingham 
is chairman. 

All preparations are complete for hearing 


the stories which the Inipols politicians and 


others will tell of the interesting events lead- 
ing up to the election of the Chicago poss 
to the United States senate. 

The first ‘witness will be Cyrus McCor- 
mick, president of the International Harves- 
ter “company. His account of the circum- 


stances with which he became acquainted 
bearing upon the Lorimer scandal is awaited 


with the utmost interest by the investigating 
committee. 

It was Cyrus McCormick to whom Clarence 
Funk, general manager of the harvester 
company, confided the story of being ap- 
proached by Edward Hines for a contribution 
to the Lorimer slush fund. 

It was in the Union League club in Chicago 
that Hines made the proposition to Funk. 
Hines told Funk that he “had put Lorimer 
over, but it had cost $100,000." He then pro- 
posed that the International Harvester com- 
pny, through Funk, become one of ten 
contributors of 3510000 each for the reim- 
bursement of the parties who had put up the 
fund for the bribery of the legislature. 


Spurned the Proposal. 

Funk says he turned down this proposition 
flatly, saying that his company was not in 
that kind of business. Funk. then reported 
the mtter to President McCormick, who 
declared that he had done the right thing in 
refusing to have anythhing to do with the 
matter. 

Funk will be one of the early witnesses and 
others will be those who know of the activ- 
ities of Hines on the day of the election of 
Lorimer and the day preceding. 

Senator Lorimer will arrive in Washington 
tomorrow morning, but his counsel, former 
Judge Elbridge Hanecy of Chicago, is not 
expected till Thursday.

The report covers conditions in 1,038 cities, 

or nearly 90 per cent of the importa... .ameri- 

can municipalities. It traces the develop- 


ment of medical inspection of schools from its

inception in Boston sixteen years ago and 
gives details as to the army of school physi- 
Clans, nurses, and dentists now employed to 
safeguard the health of American school chil- 
dren. 

An examination of the report reveals the 
immense progress that has been made in the 
last decade. Ten years ago the number of 
American cities having systems of medical 
inspection was eleven; at the present time it 
is 443. The first school phfsicians were em- 
Ployed by Boston in 1894. Now there is an 
army of nearly 1,500 of them. 


Hundreds of School Nurses. 

The first school nurses were employed by 
New York nine years ago. Now they number 
between 400 and 500 and are employed by 
eighty cities. Sixty-nine cities are regularly 
employing dentists to care for the teeth of 
their children. 

Marked differences are found between the 
different states with respect to progress made 
m providing for medical inspection. Massa- 
chusetts and New Jersey stand easily at the 
head of the list with universal compulsory 


school medical inspection, while in Vermont, 


Mississippi, Montana, and Idaho the munici- 
pallties have not even begun work. 

The greatest progress has been made in th® 
far east and far west, the North Atlantic and 
western states easily outranking those in the 
south Atlantic, south central, and north cen- 
tral groups. 

A large portion of the report is given over 
to the hygiene of the schoolroom and data 
are given for the 1,038 cities telling about the 
use of such modern innovatoins as individual 
drinking cups, sanitary fountains, vacuum 
cleaners, and adjustable desks. 


Individual Cup in 300 Cities, 

The number of cities supplying individual 
drinking cups is nearly 300, while those hav- 
ing schools equipped with sanitary fountains 
number almost 800 The figures show that 
the deadly feather duster is rapidly being 
banished. More than 60 per cent of the cities 
use moist cloths for dusting purposes, and 
nearly 800 use dust absorbing compounds 
for sweeping. Eighty-nine cities are clean- 
ing their schoolrooms by means of vacuum 
cleaners, 

Contrasted with these evidences of prog- 
ress are figures showing that 51 cities report 
that their schoolroom floors are never 
washed, and 7 that the washing of school- 
room windows is entirely neglected. 

In almost 1,000 cities instruction is given in 
the effects of alcohol and tobacco; 649 have 
special cowrses devoted to the prevention and 
cure of tuberculosis, and 592 give lessons in 
first aid to the injured. 

The tables of the the report are so ar- 
ranged as to give all of the different sorts 
of information by state divisions, by individ- 
ual states, and finally for each separate city 
of the entire 1,088.

Steamship Lines Note Heavy 
Movement Back to Europe. 


IMMIGRATION SHOWS DROP. 


Transportation Head Assigns Cause to 
Curtailed Railréad Work. 


Are the great masses of foreign laborefs 
deserting the United States and returning to 
their native lands? An affirmative answer 
apparently is given in late statistics compiled 
by a number of steamship companies. These 
show that there has been heavy emigration 
of lahorers from the United States to Europe, 
and that at the same time there has been en 
even greater falling off in immigration 
among the same classes. 


U. S. Has 180,000 Less Population. 

During the five months from January to 
June this year 50.000 more immigrants re- 
turned to their native lands than during the 
same period last year. During the same 
months this year there were 180,000 fewer 
immigrant laborers coming to the United 
States than for the same period last year. In 
other words, the country has 180,000 fewer 
persons than if would have if immigration 
and emigration had continued at the same 
ratio as prevailed in 1910. 


Steamship Companies Note Movement. 

All the steamship companies have noticed 
the falling off in immigration and the increase 
in emigration,” said F. ©. Brown, manager 
of the International Mercantile Marine, 
which includes six transatlantie lines. The 
railroads are not spending money except 
where they have to, and they employ a large 
share of immigrant labor.

RED PEPPER DEADLY MISSILE 


Doctors Called in $50,000 Dam- 
age Suit Say It Will Blind. 


WOMAN WANTS DAMAGES. 


Accuses Wealthy Contractor of Mali- 
cious Prosecution. 


Red pepper was regarded as a dangerous 
weapon by three doctors who qualified them- 
selves as experts, testifying yestetday after- 
noon in the Superior court. 

They took the stand in behalf of William 
Grace, the wealthy contractor, whom Mrs. 
Augusta Dahlberg is suing for $50,000 dam- 
ages for malicious prosecution. Grace had 
Mrs. Dahlberg arrested for an attack made 
upon him Sept. 14, 1905, when she threw red 
pepper at him and struck him with an um- 
brella. She was saved from the penitentiary 
by a decree of the Supreme court, which re- 
versed the lower court on evidence that red 
pepper would not produce blindness if thrown 
in the eyes. 

Dogtors Contradict Dean. / 

Dr. W. H. Allport, Dr. John Leeming, ana 
Dr. W. L. Noble all swore yesterday that red 
pepper would produce blindness if it got into 
the eyes. Dr. Noble remembered a case he 
had treated, in which blindness resulted from 
red pepper. The other two experts bagec 
their opinions upon knowledge gained through 
study. 

All three take direct issue with Dr. Charies 
H. Miller, dean of the school of pharmacology 
at Northwestern university. He testified or 
Friday that red pepper would not cause blind - 

ness. He was sure it was not disfiguring. To 
satisfy himself on this point, he said, he once 
placed a quantity of it in his right eye. P 
smarted for fifteen minutes, until the tears 
washed out the foreign substance.
